1. Applicant's amendment of January 23, 2006 is acknowledged. It is noted that claims 1, 5, 
6, 8, 1 1 and 12 are amended. Claim 9 is previously canceled. New claim 15 is added. 

2. Claims 1-8 and 10-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
show a removable spacer ring clamped between and in contact with the first and second contact 
faces. Although, Kawasaki does have a weld nut having a body with the threading bore, 
Kawasaki does not have a removable spacer ring. Pandit et al has a spacer ring, but not with the 
weld nut. Therefore, no motivation can be found to combine Kawasaki and Pandit et al.
